A Machine to Signal That Fact and 
Give You Air.

WHEN BURIED ALIVE, 


A Machine to Signal That Fact and 
Give You Air. 

Count Michael von Karnice Karnicki, 
the czar’s chamberlain, has invented 
and perfected an exceedingly clever ap- 
paratus for the prevention of that bug- 
bear of the nervous—a living burial. 
The apparatus was offered as a gift to 
the French government, which still has 
its acceptance under consideration. A 
tube protrudes four feet to four and a 
half feet above the surface of the 
grave, and upon the top of it is fixed 
@ small metal box with a spring lid, 
says the London Mail. To the lower 
end of the tube, which just enters the 
upper lid of the coffin is fixed an India 
rubber ball, charged pretty full with 
air, so that the slightest pressure up- 
ward on it would cause a discharge 
of air upward through the tube and 
thereby release the lid of the box, 
which springs open upon the slightest 
pressure. The opening of the lid auto- 
matically raises a small flag and sets 
an electric bell in motion, which rings 
immediately over the grave and in the 
sexton’s house, where it also releases 
a flap which indicates the grave over 
which the box has opened. As will 
be seen, the slightest sign of breath- 
ing on the part of the buried person, 
or the slightest motion of the heart 
will suffice to open the box and sound 
the alarm, and the open box, by a 
elever and intricate little mechanism, 
pumps a sufficient quantity of air down 
into the coffin to preserve the buried 
person from suffocation while assist- 
ance is arriving. Count Karnichi, it 
may be added, is firmly convinced that 
thousands of persons are buried alive 
every year in a state of lethargy.

SOME BEGGARS GAIN WEALTH. 


Example of European Mendicants Who 
Left Fortunes. 

From the London Mail: The wealth- 
iest known living. professional beg- 
gar, Simon Oppasich, an Austrian, was 
born without feet or hands, and sym- 
pathy for his infirmities brought him a 
large fortune in the shape of alms. In 
1880, when he was 47 years old, he had 
saved 112,000, and in 1888 he had in- 
creased his fortune by speculation to 
£25,000 in cash and about £40,000 in 
Trieste and Parenze estates, Since 
then he has quadrupled his wealth by 
speculation on the bourse, When Tori, 
a well known Italian beggar, died last 
year, bank books, securities, gold and 
silver and other articles, to the value of 
upward of £80,000, were found in his 
rooms. His heirs were two nephews, 
who had been existing in a state of mis- 
erable poverty for years. A` beggar 
who died in Auxerre, France, in 1895 
was found to have bonds to the value of 
1,000,000 francs in an old trunk and 408 
bottles of wine of the vintage of 1790. 
The French seem to be a generous na- 
tion, for in the same year. an old 


woman, who lived in a wretched gar- | 


ret in the Rue de Sevres, Paris, died, 
leaving government securities repre- 
senting an annual income of £21, ali 
made by begging. A beggar named 
Gustave Marcelin of Avignon died in 
November, 1892, and left £20,000 in 
French government bonds, to be di- 
vided equally between the city dnd the 
Bureau di Bienfaisance, the great 
French charity society.

In Sweden, Portugal, Bavaria 
and Turkey brothers of the former 
SOvereigns occupy the thrones, whilé 
in Austria, Wurtemberg and England 
a nephew and niece of the previously 
reigning uncle and aunt are in power. 
In Russia the crown prince’s death 
caused his brother’s succession to the 
throne.

Opened the Eyes of the State 
Millers 


By Telling Them That They Could 
Not Hope to Find Any Market inthe 
Philippines for American Cereals- 


Yesterday closed the most interesting 
and best attended meeting ever held in 
the history of the State Millers’ Associ- 
ation, and much credit is due G. Frank 
Allmendinger, who worked so indefa- 
tiguably for the success of the session. 

The most entertaining of the papers 
read was by Prof. Joseph B. Steere on 
“The cereal food requirements. of the 
Philippine islands.” He supplied the 
place of Dean Worcester, who is absen: 
in Washington. Prof. Steere spent a 
few years in the Philippines and con- 
sequently spoke with authority on the 
subject. 
Ann Arbor with the idea that the acpui- 
Sition of the Philippines would boom 


American cereals, Prof. Steere quickly 


knocked it out of their heads. He said 
that there would be no market for our 
wheat and corn, because the natives of 
that country refused to give up their 
rice foods. As an illustration, he poirt- 
ed to the fact that he had brought back 
with him to this country a Philippine 
boy who remained here thirteen years, 
and upon his return to his native coun- 
try ate as ravenously of the rice and 
abandoned bread just as if he had nev- 
er tasted of the latter. 

Quite an animated discussion was 
held over pure food legislation at Wash- 
ington. The millers like the war rev- 
enue provision for a small tax on. adul- 
terated flour, with its provision for gov- 
ernment inspectors of flour, and when 


the war tax is repealed they wish ihis 


provision incorporated in a separaie bill. 

Prof. Henry C. Adams also gave an 
interesting talk on ‘‘The inierstate com- 
merce law.” C. G A. Voight, of Grand 
Rapids, took issue with him and said 
that it was the worst thing that ever 
happened for shippers outside of large 
commercial centers. Prof. Adams ad- 
mitted that if the law was not going to 
be enforced better than it had been for 
the past 10 years, it had better be re- 
pealed, but said that if it is repealed it 
will mean the eventual government 
ownership of railroads from necessity 
of protection to the people. 

The following officers were eiected for 
the ensuing year: President, G. Frank 
Allmendinger, of Ann Arbor; vice-pres- 
ident, C. B. Chatfield, of Bay City; sec- 
retary and treasurer, J. J. Hanshue, of 
Lansing; remainder of the executive 
committee, J. C. Darrow, of Big Rap- 
ids; Bela Jenks, of Sand Beazh, and 
Fred Fillman, of Lansing. 

The contest “over the secretaryship 
was the most animated, it being a sal- 
aried office of $1,000 per year. Vice- 
president-elect Chatfield wanted P A 
Robinson, of Minneapolis, elected, he 
being a member of. the association 
through his connection with the North- 
western Miller, but Mr. Hanshue was 
re-elected ‘by a vote of 20 to 3.

“In Ann Arbor, we adopted the plan 
of creating sewer assessment districts 
and then assessing the cost on lots in 
those districts, not according to front- 
age of each lot, but according to the 
value of the lots. We had a little trou- 
ble in the courts over the plan, but the 
trouble arose, not because of any illegal- 
ity in the plan itself, but because of a 
technicality. I am confident that an ex- 
tension of the plan to cover all expendi- 
tures for municipal purposes would be 
held legal.

To Open Baltic Seaports. 

“The largest icebreaker in the 
world” -was launched from the Walker 
yard of Sir W. G. Armstrong, Whit- 
worth & Co., limited, on Saturday, Oct. 
20. The Hrmack is quite a remarkabie 
craft and a unique specimen of her 
class. She is a big ship, measuring 
305 feet long by 42 feet 6 inches beam, 
and has a displacement of about 8,000 
tons, and her forefoot is cut away so 
as to leave a long overhanging stem 
intended for the purpose of breaking 
the ice and protecting the forward pro- 
‘peller. 
and consists of four sets, one forward 


and three aft, each driving its own pro- 


peller and representing a united horse- 
power of 10,000. The Ermack will carry 
cargo and passengers, for which she 
has ample space; and has been ue- 
signed specially for opening the ice- 
bound ports of the Baltic in winter 
time, besides providing means for the 
winter traffic of passengers and goods 
when no other facilities are obtainable.

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IN THE SNEEZING SEASON. 


On Catching Cold Take Tong Breaths 
and It May Disappear. 

No matter what physicians may say 
there seems to be no possibility of 
inducing women to wear shoes of de- 
sirable thickness in winter. The con- 
sequence is that in this season colds 
are always prevalent. These af- 
flictions arise, as most people are 


| aware, from impediment of blood cir- 


culation. The consequent chill is so 
slight that not until the preliminary 
sneeze comes is the sufferer aware 
of the trouble. At such times 
the first and most efficacious meas- 
ures should be to, restore the 
quick flow of warm blood through 
every vein, and so by heat instantly 
counteract the little chill. One, per- 
haps the simplest, method of doing 
this has been learned by men who 
stand on sentinel duty, who are 
Obliged to suffer more or less exposure 
in winter or who scorn the comforts 
in cold weather of overcoat and um- 
brella. Their method, when the tem- 
perature of the body or extremities 
is lowered, or a sudden chill or quick 
change from warm to cold atmosphere 
is endured, is to inhale three or four 
deep breaths, expand the lungs to their 
fullest extent, holding every time the 
inhaled air as long as possible, and 
then slowly lettiag it forth through 
the nostrils. In doing this the infla- 
tion of the lungs séts “the heart into 
such quick motion that the blood is 
driven with -unusual force along its 
channels, and so runs out into the 
tiniest veins. ‘This radiates a glow 
down to the toes and finger tips and 
sets up a quick reaction against the 
chill. The whole effect is to stir the 
blood and set it in motion as from 
rapid exercise. Let any woman who 
‘goes to a dinner or ball in a low- 
necked dress, where the rooms are 
chilly and her wraps not accessible, 
try this little cure; or, better still, 
this preventive against cold, and enjoy 
its merits. Let her try it when taking 
a cold drive or when condemned by 
accident to sit in wet garments. Let 
the maxim of a victim to cold be al- 
Ways: Keep the blood in rapid action; 
uSe the. deep-held breaths when a first 
chill is felt. 


To Frevent Engines from "“Nicing.” 

To prevent the engines of a vesse! 
from “racing?” when“ the screw rises 
above the water, Sis. E. Putalo has in- 
vented an elecirical regulator. The 
contrivance, according to Industries 
and Iron, consists of two vessels of 
mercury, connected fore and aft in the 
ship. The vessels are about halt full 
at normal depth. When the ship 
pushes forward so as to raise the screw 
the rods connected with the resistance 
are submerged one after another, so 
that an electro-magnet is brought into 
play, the whole resistancé*being short- 
circuited when the screw is quite out 
of the water. The electro-magnet Gp- 
erates a throttle valve in. the. main 
steam pipe, which is thrown open by 
another magnet. By this arrangement 
the steam is turned off and on. From 
experiments it has been shown that 
the mercury vessels need not be more 


than thirty-four inches apart on af

“The same principle is now followed 
-in street opening’ cases in which the 
cost of the improvement is assessed on 
the value of the lands benefited. 
| Ann Arbor, we have also adopted the 
| principal in taxing the cost of sewer 
| construction. Jn most cities, the cost 
| of sewers is assessed according to foot 
| frontage, so that a valuable lot near the 
center of a town pays no more on the 
! sewer built in front of it than another 
lot of the same frontage much fartner 
down the street, which may not be half 
as valuable. : 

“In Ann Arbor, we adopted the plan 
of creating sewer assessment districts 
and then assessing the cost on lots in 
those districts, not according to front- 
age of each lot, but according to the 
value of the lots. We had a litile trou- 


ble in the courts over the plan, but the 


| 
trouble arose, not because of any illegal- 
ity in the plan itself, but because of a 
technicality. I am confident that an ex- 
tension of the plan to cover all expendi- 
tures for municipal purposes would be 
held legal. I can't see the slightest ob- 

| jection to the. passage of my local op- 
tion single-tax bill, Cities that don’t 

want to adopt the plan can vote it

To Open Baitic Seaports. 

“The largest icebreaker in the 
world” -was launched from the Walker 
yard of Sir W. G. Armstrong, Whit- 
worth & Co., limited, on Saturday, Oct. 
20. The Ermack is quite a remarkabie 
craft and a unique specimen of her 
class. She is a big ship, measuring 
305 feet long by 42 feet 6 inches beam, 
and has a displacement of about 8,000 
tons, and her forefoot is cut away so 
as to leave a long overhanging stem 
intended for the purpose of breaking 
the ice and protecting the forward pro- 
peller. 
and consists of four sets, one forward 


| and three aft, each driving its own pro- 


peller and representing a united horse- 
power of 10,000. The Ermack will carry 
cargo and passengers, for which she 
| has ample space; and has been ue- 
| signed specially for opening the ice- 
bound ports of the Baltic in winter 
time, besides providing means for the 
winter traffic of passengers and goods 
when no other facilities are obtainable. 
The Ermack is clearly a vessel with 
a mission, and next year we may hear 
of certain Baltic ports hitherto always 
closed to navigation as open to traffic 
all the winter.—London Shipping 
World.

To prevent the engines of a vesse! 
from “racing” when the screw rises 
above the water, Sis. E. Putalo has in- 
vented an elecirical regulator. The 
contrivance, according to Industries 
and Iron, consists of two vessels of 
mercury, connected fore and aft in the 
ship. The vessels are about hal? full 
at normal depth. When the ship 
pushes forward so as to raise the screw 
the rods connected with the resistance 
are submerged one after another, so 
that an electro-magnet is brought into 
play, the whole resistancé*being short- 
circuited when the screw is quite out 
of the water. The electro-magnet Gp- 
erates a throttle valve in the main 
steam pipe, which is thrown open by 
another magnet. By this arrangement 
the steam is turned off and on. From 
experiments it has been shown that 
the mercury vessels need not be more 
than thirty-four inches apart on a 
_ship 306 feet long.

Capt. McKeand Has No Intention of 
Leaving the Service. 

Captain Frank CcKeand, who is 
home on a 30 days’ sick leave, is by no 
means a picture of health and strength, 
yet is still many removes from ihe 
parched and tossing typhoid fever pa- 
tient of six weeks ago. The captain

FORMOSAN CITY ABANDONED. 


Residents of Plague-Stricken. Teckham 
Leave It. 

From the San Francisco Argonaut: 
The Japanese government has ordered 
the destruction of the «ity of Teckham, 
Formosa, and the removal of all its in- 
habitants to a new location. The city 
is situated on the northwest coast ot 
the island, and has been frequently 
subjected to pestilence. In 1896 and 
1897 plagues visited Teckham with 
enormous fatality. This fact being call- 
ed to the attention of the government, 
an investigation was ordered by sani- 
tary experts, who reported that the city 
was built upon a swamp, whereupon 
an order was issued to the governor 
to select a new. location as convenient 
to the old one as possible, where the 
natural conditions were healthful. A 
new city was laid out, and each prop- 
erty-holder in the old one was assigned 
a site that corresponded in area with 
that he occupied at Teckham, and was 
given twelve months to move his build- 
ings and belongings. Sewers, railroads 
and sidewalks, public buildings, water- 
works and au other public improve- 
ments were laid out by the government 
in the new city without expense to 
the people, but they were required to 


pay the cost of the removal of their- 


Own property. Most of the houses and 
other buildings in Teckham are built of 
very light wooden material. 

The Largest Loaves. 

The largest loaves of bread baked in 
the world are those of France and 
Italy. The “pipe” bread of Italy. is 
baked in loaves two or three feet long, 
while in France the loaves are made 
in the shape of very long rolls four or 
five feet in length, and in many cases 
even six feet. The bread of Paris is 
distributed almost exclusively by 
women, who go to the various bake- 
houses at 5:30 a. m. and spend about 
an hour polishing up the loaves. After 
the loaves are thoroughly cleaned of 
dust and grit, the “bread porter” pro- 
ceeds on the round of her customers. 
Those who live in apartments or flats 
find their loaves leaning against the 
door.

Captain Frank CcKeand, who is 
home on a 30 days’ sick leave, is by no 
means a picture of health and strength, 
yet is still many removes from the 
parched and tossing typhoid fever pa- 
tient of six weeks ago. The captain 
has been through a trying experience, 
but is now assured of a complete re- 
covery from its ill effects. ; 

He was asked if reports that he was 
shortly to resign from the army were 
true, “By no means,” he replied. “I 
expect to resume charge of my coin- 
pany as soon as health permits. If the 
regiment stays at Savannah I will go 
there, and if, in the meantime, it is 
taken to Cuba, I shall follow just tne 
same. When I can get this fever out 
of my system I will make the start, but 
the move will not be made, however. 
until then.”’ 

In regard to Co. G, he said: “At pres- 
ent the generak health of the boys is 
excellent. There are a number of se- 
vere colds in the company and some 
few cases of light pneumonia, but, as 
a-whole, the company is in good shape. 
You just ought to see some of the boys. 
Fat! why their cheeks fairly bulge out! 


One of them, I know, is 35 pounds heav-- 


ier than he was when at home. They 
have, almost all of them, been through 
severe illnesses and their systems seem 
to ‘have been thoroughly purged and 
renovated.

FORMOSAN CITY ABANDONED. 


Residents of Placa: Stricken. Teckham 
Leave It. 

From the San Francisco Argonaut: 
The Japanese government has ordered 
the destruction of the «ity of Teckham, 
Formosa, and the removal of all its in- 
habitants to a new location. The city 
is situated on the northwest coast ot 
the island, and has been frequently 
subjected to pestilence. In 1896 and 
1897 plagues visited Teckham with 
enormous fatality. This fact being call- 
ed to the attention of the government, 
an investigation was ordered by sani- 
tary experts, who reported that the city 
was built upon a swamp, whereupon 
an order was issued to the governor 
to select a new. location as convenient 
to the old one as possible, where the 
natural conditions were healthful. A 
new city was laid out, and each prop- 
erty-holder in the old one was assigned 
a site that corresponded in area with 
that he occupied at Teckham, and was 
given twelve months to move his build- 
ings and belongings. Sewers, railroads 
and sidewalks, public buildings, water- 
works and au other public improve- 
ments were laid out by the government 
in the new city without expense to 
the people, but they were required to 
pay the cost of the removal of their 
Own property. Most of the houses and 
other buildings in Teckham are built of 
very light wooden material. 


The Largest Loaves. 

The largest loaves of bread baked in 
the world are those of France and 
Italy. The “pipe” bread of Italy. is 
baked in loaves two or three feet long, 
while in France the loaves are made 
in the shape of very long rolls four or 
five feet in length, and in many cases 
even six feet. The bread of Paris is 
distributed almost exclusively by 
women, who go to the various bake- 
houses at 5:30 a. m. and spend about 
an hour polishing up the loaves. After 
the loaves are thoroughly cleaned of 
dust and grit, the “bread porter” pro- 
ceeds on the round of her customers. 
Those who live in apartments or fiats 
find their loaves leaning against the 
door.

Paris has not quite exhausted the 
possibilities of the spangle as an orna- 
ment, for the loveliest wedding dress 
yet seen was made in Paris for the 
duke of Manchester’s bride, and con- 
sists of white satin overworked in the 
most gloriously opalescent shell Se- 
quins, interspersed with pearls. For 
the duchess of Hamilton, whose daugh- 
ter was recently married, a beautiful 
fawn-colored cloth was made on the 
Rue de la Paix and adorned with span- 
gles of cloth. These spangles were not 
laid on flat, but were caught on one 
side, and went to ferm the clusters of 
grapes in vine embroidery that over- 
ran the skirt and waist.
